There are\270,676 farms in the 
state of Kentucky in 1920, accord- 
ing to the 14th census of the Un- 
ited States Agricultural Depart- 
ment, a decided decrease over that 
for 1910, showing much property 
bought and extension of farming 
upon the part of those who had 
settled here previous to tiiat time. 
According to the manner of com- 
pilation, a "farm" for census pur- 
poses, is ail the land which is di^ 
rectly farmed by one person, eith- 
er by his own labor or with the 
assistance of his household or hir- 
ed help.
